Claims 1 - 16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially c reated doctrine of double 
paten ing overclaims 1-16 of co-pending Application No. 10/466,058. Claims 1-16 are 
provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of doubl3 patenting over claims 1-20 
of co-pending Application No. 10/073,950. According to MPEP 8C4(I)(B), if a provisional 
double patenting rejection in one application is the only rejection remaining, then the Examiner 
should withdraw the provisional rejection and permit that application to issue as a patent, thereby 
converting the provisional double patenting rejection in the other application into a bona fide 
double patenting rejection at the time the one application issues as *. patent. According to our 
records and the USPTO website, Application No. 10/466,058 has not received an action on the 
merits and Application No. 10/073,950 is rejected on prior art grounds. Therefore, the Examiner 
is rcq jested withdraw the provisional double patenting rejection ami allow the present 
applic ation to issue.
